1 . SUBGROUP OF PREPCOM DRAFTING GROUP HAS PRODUCED 
FOLLOWING COMPOSITE SINGLE WORKING TEXT (INCLUDING 
BRACKETED LANGUAGE) OF SECTION C (PRINCIPLES) OF DE- 
CLARATION ON DISARMAMENT. (NOTE: REFTEL TRANSMITTED 
TEXTS OF SECTIONS A AND B OF DECLARATION). 

2. QTE PRINCIPLES (UNDERSCORED) 

NEGOTIATIONS AND MEASURES IN THE FIELD OF DISARMAMENT 
SHALL BE GUIDED BY THE FOLLOWING FUNDAMENTAL PRINCIPLES: 

(1) ALL STATES MEMBERS OF THE UNITED NATIONS REAFFIRM 
THEIR COMMITMENT TO AND STRICT OBSERVANCE OF THE 
PRINCIPLES OF THE CHARTER BEGIN BRACKET AND FURTHER 
DEVELOPED IN THE DECLARATION ON FRIENDLY RELATIONS OF 
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THE UNITED NATIONS AND OTHER INSTRUMENTS OF INTER 
NATIONAL LAW END BRACKET. BEGIN BRACKET IN PARTICULAR 
THE NON-USE OF FORCE OR THE THREAT OF FORCE AGAINST 
THE SOVEREIGNTY, TERRITORIAL INTEGRITY OR POLITICAL 
INDEPENDENCE OF ANY STATE, NON-INTERVENTION AND NON- 
INTERFERENCE IN THE INTERNAL AFFAIRS OF STATES AND 
THE PEACEFUL SETTLEMENT OF DISPUTES. END BRACKET 
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(2) IN ACCORDANCE WITH THE CHARTER, THE UNITED NATIONS 
HAS BEGIN BRACKET THE PRIMARY END BRACKET BEGIN BRACKET 
THE CENTRAL END BRACKET BEGIN BRACKET AN IMPORTANT END 
BRACKET ROLE AND RESPONSIBILITY IN THE SPHERE OF DIS- 
ARMAMENT. IN ORDER EFFECTIVELY TO DISCHARGE THIS ROLE 
AND FACILITATE AND ENCOURAGE ALL MEASURES IN THIS FIELD, 
THE UNITED NATIONS BEGIN BRACKET GENERAL ASSEMBLY END 
BRACKET SHOULD BE KEPT APPROPRIATELY INFORMED OF ALL 
STEPS IN THIS FIELD, WHETHER UNILATERAL, BILATERAL, 

REGIONAL OR MULTILATERAL, WITHOUT PREJUDICE TO 

THE PROGRESS OF NEGOTIATIONS, BEGIN BRACKET ON A STRICTLY 
VOLUNTARY BASIS, AS ARRANGED WITH OTHER PARTIES TO THE 
NEGOTIATIONS END BRACKET. 

(3) ALL THE PEOPLES OF THE WORLD HAVE A VITAL INTEREST 
IN THE SUCCESS OF DISARMAMENT NEGOTIATIONS. CONSE- 
QUENTLY, ALL STATES HAVE THE RIGHT AND DUTY TO CONTRIBUTE 
TO EFFORTS IN THE FIELD OF DISARMAMENT BEGIN BRACKET 

AND TO PARTICIPATE ON AN EQUAL FOOTING IN DISARMAMENT 
NEGOTIATIONS WHICH HAVE A BEARING ON THEIR NATIONAL 
SECURITY. END BRACKET WHILE DISARMAMENT IS THE RESPONSI- 
BILITY OF ALL STATES. THE NUCLEAR-WEAPON STATES HAVE THE 
PRIMARY RESPONSIBILITY FOR NUCLEAR DISARMAMENT. AND. 
TOGETHER WITH OTHER MILITARILY SIGNIFICANT STATES FOR 
HALTING AND REVERSING THE ARMS RACE. IT IS THEREFORE 
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IMPORTANT TO SECURE THEIR ACTIVE PARTICIPATION. 

(4) THE ADOPTION OF DISARMAMENT MEASURES SHOULD TAKE 
PLACE IN SUCH A BEGIN BRACKET BALANCED END BRACKET 
MANNER AS NOT TO IMPAIR THE SECURITY INTEREST OF ANY 
STATES AND SO THAT NO INDIVIDUAL STATE OR GROUP OF 
STATES MAY OBTAIN ADVANTAGES OVER OTHERS AT ANY STAGE. 

AT EACH STAGE TTHE OBJECTIVE SHOULD BE UNDIMINISHED 
SECURITY AT THE LOWEST POSSIBLE LEVEL OF ARMAMENTS 
AND MILITARY FORCES. 

(5) BEGIN BRACKET AN ACCEPTABLE INNER BRACKET BALANCE 
END INNER BRACKET OF MUTUAL RESPONSIBILITIES AND OBLI- 
GATIONS INNER BRACKET AND OF RIGHTS AND BENEFITS END 
INNER BRACKET FOR NUCLEAR AND NON-NUCLEAR- WEAPON STATES 
SHOULD BE STRICTLY OBSERVED. END BRACKET 

(6) DISARMAMENT AND ARMS LIMITATION AGREEMENTS SHOULD 
PROVIDE FOR ADEQUATE MEASURES OF VERIFICATION IN ORDER 
TO CREATE THE NECESSARY CONFIDENCE AND ENSURE THAT THEY 
ARE BEING OBSERVED BY ALL PARTIES. THE FORM AND MODALI- 
TIES OF THE VERIFICATION TO BE PROVIDED FOR IN ANY 
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SPECIFIC AGREEMENT DEPEND ON AND SHOULD BE DETERMINED 
BY THE PURPOSES, SCOPE AND NATURE OF TH- AGREEMENT AND 
SHOULD ALLOW FOR THE BEGIN BRACKET WIDEST POSSIBLE 
END BRACKET PARTICIPATION BEGIN BRACKET OF ALL PARTIES 
END BRACKET BEGIN BRACKET, DIRECTLY OR THROUGH THE UN- 
SYSTEM END BRACKET IN THE VERIFICATION PROCESS 
BEGIN BRACKET AND FOR THE RIGHT TO ACCESS TO ALL RELE- 
VANT INFORMATION. END BRACKET WHERE APPROPRIATE, A 
COMBINATION OF SEVERAL METHODS OF VERIFICATION BEGIN

TIAL PART OF THE RESOURCES RELEASED AS A RESULT OF THE

TO ECONOMIC AND SOCIAL DEVELOPMENT, BEGIN BRACKET PAR-

(18) BEGIN BRACKET THERE IS A CLOSE RELATIONSHIP BETWEEN 
DISARMAMENT AND INTERNATIONAL PEACE AND SECURITY. ON 
THE ONE HAND. AND DISARMAMENT AND DEVELOPMENT ON THE 
OTHER. NEVERTHELESS, PROGRESS IN ONE OF THOSE SPHERES 
MUST NOT BE SUBORDINATED TO PROGRESS IN THE OTHER OR 
VICE VERSA. END BRACKET 

(19) BEGIN BRACKET IN ORDER TO CREATE NECESSARY CON- 
DITIONS FOR SUCCESSES IN THE DISARMAMENT PROCESS, ALL 
STATES SHOULD DISPLAY A CONSTRUCTIVE 

APPROACH TO NEGOTIATIONS AND THE POLITICAL WILL TO REACH 
AGREEMENTS, AND REFRAIN FROM ACTIONS WHICH MIGHT IN ANY 
WAY ADVERSELY AFFECT EFFORTS IN THE FIELD OF DISARMAMENT. 
END BRACKET 

SINCE PROMPT MEASURES SHOULD BE TAKEN IN ORDER TO ARREST 
AND REVERSE THE ARMS RACE, MEMBER STATES SHOULD SOLEMNLY 
DECLARE THAT THEY WILL RESPECT THE ABOVE STATED OBJEC- 
TIVES AND PRINCIPLES AND FAITHFULLY AND THOROUGHLY IM- 
PLEMENT THE BEGIN BRACKET FOLLOWING END BRACKET PRO- 
GRAMME OF ACTION ON DISARMAMENT. UNQTE YOUNG 
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
